3-year-old survives 


6-story fall 
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Customs team, 
sunbathers aid 
boat fire victim

Thanks to a quick-acting Customs official 
and two medical professionals who had been 
sunbathing, a 51-year-old man burned in a boat 
fire was in good condition Sunday night, said 
Kitty Pryor, a Customs spokeswoman. 

The burn victim, identified as Merrill Spivak, 
51, of 2345 Biscayne bay Dr., in North Miami, 
was in Jackson Memorial Hospital with 
first-degree burns over 10 percent of his body. 

Shortly before noon Sunday, three Customs 
Officials on routine patrol saw smoke coming 
from a small island near Haulover Inlet, known 
as Beer Can Island, a favorite spot for weekend 
sun worshipers. When they got closer, the men 
saw a 38-foot Trojan cabin cruiser engulfed in 
flames, Pryor said. They also noticed a man, 


clad only in shorts, lying on the beach about 30 
feet from the anchored boat. 

One Customs official, Bob Crankshaw, got 
off the boat and saw that the man, Spivak, was 
burned. While he waited with Spivak, the other 
two officials went back to Haulover Pier to 
wait for rescue units. 

Crankshaw began asking people on the 
island if they knew Spivak. One woman said, 
“‘'m a registered nurse,’" and pointed to a 
friend and said, “‘And he’s a paramedic,’ ” 
Crankshaw said. 

Fhe three administered emergency treat- 
ment, including dousing the man with water to 
keep him cool, until a Metro-Dade police boat 
arrived. 

“I think it's great that they helped,” 
Crankshaw said. ‘I have no idea who they are. 
Our main interest was to get that man to a 
hospital. I'd like to thank them.”

NEW YORK — (AP) — For- 
mer television reporter Betty 
Rollin says in a new book that 
she secretly conducted research 
to help her terminally ill mother 
commit suicide two years ago. 

Rollin said her role in the drug 
overdose death of Ida Rollin, 75, 
in her Manhattan apartment did 
not violate a state law against 
“promoting suicide.” __ 

“I did not directly help my 
mother to commit suicide,” the 
former ABC and NBC reporter 
said Monday. “If I did, I would 
not have written a book about it. 

“did research, and I gave my 
mother the information {about 
how to commit suicide],” she 
said. ““That’s not a crime.” 

In the book, Last Wish, Rollin 
explains how her mother, after 
months of torturous and appar- 
ently futile chemotherapy for 
inoperable ovarian cancer, ex- 
pressed the desire to end her 
own life. - 

“This isn’t life” and “I want to 
die more than anything in the 
world,” Ida Rollin was quoted as 


Saying. 

Rollin wrote that after many 
.conversations with evasive and 
fearful physicians, she contacted 
an elderly American doctor liv- 
ing in the Netherlands. He 
suggested a dosage of Nembutal, 
a potent sedative, combined with 
Compazine, a depressant, to be 
taken with club soda. 

The unidentified doctor also 
told Rollin to stay with her 
mother for two hours after she 
took the pills, but to leave the 
apartment at that point and 
arrange for the body to be found 
by someone else. 

“If everything goes smoothly, 
the doctor. will write on the 
death certificate that your. moth- 
er died of natural causes,” he 
said. “If there’s a suspicion of 
suicide, there’ll be an investiga- 
tion. You don’t want that.” 

Those words “got me thinking 
about what I hadn’t thought 
about since the beginning, what I 
still didn’t want to think about 
— that we were probably about 
to commit a crime,” she wrote.

“TI can’t imagine anybody call- 
ing me a murderer if they read 
the book,” Rollin responded. “I 
never brought [suicide] up. I 
never encouraged it. All I did 
was provide information. It was 
her act, her wish.” 

And when Ida Rollin swal- 
lowed the pills, “I didn’t even 
touch her,” she said. 

But after Ida Rollin mumbled 
her last words, the “whole 
suicide business,” which often 
seemed unreal, crashed down on 
her daughter. 

“The cement that has been 
holding me together begins to 
crack,” she writes. “I stumble 
backwards, collapse into a chair, 
and with both hands clamped 
over my mouth, I sob. I sob 
heavingly, but not for long. 
Because when I look up and see 
how still she is, I know that she 
has found the door she was 
looking for...”
